German Installations Remain Unbroken 
NAPLES—Allied forces north of Valletri are fighting 
their way toward Rome in the face of stiff German opposi- 
tion. At the same time other Allied columns are driving 
eastward along the Via Cassilina in order to trap German 
rear guard troops in their attempt to escape the Sacco Val- 
Jey. In spite of the conquest of Valletri and Valmontone 
the German installations below Rome remain unbroken. The 
action of French forces four and a half miles southeast of 
Valmontone has come within pistol shot of both Via Cassil- 
ina and the river. Farther to the southeast the French have 
closed the retreat route from the area south of the Sacco 
Riyer. The 8th Army is pressing steadily forward. On the 
offensive front New Zealanders have driven three miles 
northward beyond Sora. a

Pte. George Metcalfe Des- 
cribes Life For Milton 
Oster 


‘from w prisoner-of-war in 
4s contained 
in a letter recelved by Captain Mil- 
ton Oster of the Oshawa Fire De- 
partment. ‘The letter was written 
by Private George Metcalfe, son of 
Geo. Metcalfe, 79 Ritson Rd. North, 
who Was reported missing Inst July 
18 and Was next heard of in mid- 
September when he was reported to 
be ina prisoner-of-war camp in 
Italy. 
Stamped by the German censor, 
the letter, dated April 14, reads: 
"Dear Milt: Just a few lines in 
answer to your most welcome letter,

fon on the above tople for June 4 is 
Acts 19:1-20:1; Ephesians 
Golden Text theme 2:10, “We 
are Hix workmanship, created in 
Ghrist Jesus for good works, which 
God prepared that we should walk 
in them." 


IN THIS lesson Paul came to 
Ephesus, one of the richest and most 
Motes cities of Asin Minor. At this 
period It was under the influence of 
Greek civilization, and the Grecks 
worshiped Diana, and the temple of 
Diana, one of the wonders of the 
anclent world, was at Ephesus 

‘This temple of Dinna possessed 
Valuable Innds, {€ controlled the 
fisheries, and it priests controlled 
the money of the city. People 
brought their money to the temple 
for safe keeping, and {t became as 
important to the ancient world as 
the Bank of England to the modern 
one. 

At Ephesus Paul met “certain dis- 
ciples,” and asked them, “Ha 
recelved the Holy Ghost?”

The evil spirit innabit~ 
ing one man answered these men, 
“Jesus I know, and Paul, but who 
are ye?" And the man with the spi- 
tit leaped upon these imposters and

Paul could not get in and 
the disciples also held him: back,

We have been greatly impressed by the thoughtful 
breadth of view and sincerity of purpose in the speeches and | 
writing of Eric A. Johnston, President of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. While his functions would be those 
of “management,’ he displays a keen appreciation of the 
problems of “labour.” He saya quite frankly that there is 
‘management trouble’ probably as often as there is ‘labour 
trouble,’ and therefore he appeals to management to become 
more ‘labour minded,’ and to labour to become more ‘busi- 
ness minded.” There is reasonableness in this point of view 
beyond the realm of mere platitude, 

Since we are in the main a reasonable people there is no 
doubt that in the course of a few years there will arise a 
better understanding. In the meantime we should be ever- 
lastingly on our guard against disruptive influences, deliber- 
ately planned to keep ever open a breach between manage- 
ment and labour.

fore, no alternative but to reply 
through the same medium.”
